The Gernan Raler BneenmlM to Death 
u 4 Jeinii the Silent Majority— 
Hig Life and the New 
Emperor. 


BEBI.IN, Jane 15.—The emperor died 
at 11 o'clock this morning. 
The bourse 
is oloeod ori aoooant of his death. 


P<<T8DAK, June 15.—The bulletin is- 
sued an hour before the emperor die^ 
said: "The emperor has been lying for 
some time in a slight slumber, broken 
by wakeful intervals, during which he 
showed distinct signs of ooiisciousneas. 
He gave no indication of suffering pain. 
His pulse and breathing were very weak 
and there had been no material change 
in his condition during the night." 


All the members of the imperial family 
remained at the castle until after mid- 
night. 
The empress did not leave the 
castle and at 4 o'clock resumed her 
watch at the bedside of the emperor. 


DEATH BED SOENE. 
The emperor died without a struggle. 
He was surrounded by all the members 
of the family. Hussars occopy the road 
from Friedrichskren castle to Ban Souci. 
In the interior of the oastle the Lehr 
battalion mounts guard under command 
of Major Matzner.

short time. They deeply mourn the all 
too early decease of our much beloved 
ruler.

riie Life of I he Doad Emperor. 


Emperor Frederick III., who, before 
the death of the late JEmperor William, 


was known to the world aa Grown Prinoe 
Frederick Wüliam, was born on the 
18th day of October, 1831, and was 
therefore in the flftv-seTenth year of 
his age. 
, 
^ , 


Like all the Hohensollems he had a 
thorough military «dncation and when 
the Danish war of 18e4 was in progresa 
he did good servioe for his country, but 
it was not until the war with Austria in 
1866 that his superior attainments as a 
military chieftain were displayed. 
He 
was entrusted with an army of 125,000 
men, whom he coadaoted, assisted by 
Major General Ton Blumentbal, his 
chief of-8taff, through the passes of 
Sudetic Hills, arriving at the scene of 
the battle, then in-progress, in time to 
decide the great battle of Sadowa in 
favor of Prussia. 


In thp war of 1870 ho commanded the 
Third German Army, 
consisting of 
200,000 men, and 500 guns. He was a 
bold and fearless leader and to the in- 
spiration of his personal bravery is cred- 
ited the brilliant German victories at 
Weiseenburg and Woerth. 
He was 
present with the army at Sedan and pro- 
ceeded with the other armies to Ver- 
sailles, and bis generalship contributt^d 
as much as any thing to the victory 
that finally crowned the German arms 
in the well remembered Franco Prusian 
war 


During the war he becanje immensely 
popular with his troops and gained the 
admiration of the whole of south Ger- 
many by his admirable leiiderihip, his 
bravery', his kindly care for the men 
under his command and his willingness 
to share with them the dangers and fa- 
tigues of a soldier's life. 


On the 25th day of January, 1858, at 
that time known ns Prince Fredisrick 
William of Prussia, he was married, at 
London, to Victoria, the eldes'-. daughter 
of Queen Victoria, of England, who, al- 
though devoted to her husband and pos- 
sessing his love and confidence, has 
never been popular at the Gorman 
courts on account of the dislike that 
Prinoe Bismarck had for her and his 
opposition to the marriage. 


Since 1878 his life has been compara- 
tively uneveutiiil, with the exception of 
a period in 1878, when he acted as re- 
gent during the incapacity of the em- 
peror, caused by the woucds of the BS- 
sassin Nobeling. A few yeurs ago he 
cemented the relations betv/een Ger- 
many and Spain by an official visit to 
Madrid, ai I on his way back called on 
Pope Leo XIII. at the 
V a t i c a n . 
His 
interview with the Holy Father on that 
occasion is asserted to have contributed 
in a great measure to t ie_jatisfaotory 
settlement of the Kulturkampf. 


Universally oeloved, respected and 
esteemed both at home an« abroail, his 
popularity has, if it were possible, in- 
creased during the past year, since the 
terrible malady from whicli he suffered 
became known. 
The expressionb of 
heartfelt sympathy *ere not limited to 
Germany alone, but were positive- 
ly universal. 
After having sought relief 
in Bad Ems, in the Scotch Highlunds, 
in the Isle of Wight, the Tyrol and on 
the shores of the Lago Maggiore, he 
finally took up his residenot^ with his 
family at San Remo, at the Villa Zireo. 
Daring his stay there he had been sub- 
jected to the operation of tracheotomy 
in order to avoid death by. suffocation. 
It was while at San Bemo that his fath- 
er, Emperor William, died. 
This was 
thfc 8th day cf March last and Fred- 
erick, although etill suffering from his 
malady, left for Berlin to ascend the 
throne which he has occupied so short 
a time. 


HIS FAMILY. 


The eldest son of Emperor Frederick, 
Grown Prinoe Frederick William, who 
now succeeds him on 
the imperial 
Ihrone, was born at Berlin on Jar nary 
27, 1859. He is a colonel in the Prus- 
sian Guards. 
He was married on Feb- 
raary 27, 1881, to Princess Victoria, of 
Angustenbnrg. 


His eldest daughter, Victoria Eliaa- 
beth Augusta Charlotte, was born on 
July 24, 1860. 


Al»)trt William Henry was born May 
20,1862. He is an officer in the Ger- 
man navy. 


Frederica Amelia Wilt eimina Victoria 
was born on April 12, 1866. 


Sophia Dorothy 
Ulrica Alice was 
bom on June 14, 1870. 


Margaret Beatrice Foodore was bom 
AprU 22,1872. 


of entirely Prussian military training 
and views. 
He is a HohenzoUern of the 
early HohenzoUern type, a Junker i . all 
that the name implies. 
He has no place 
at all in the hearts of the sonth Ger- 
mans, and it may be added not too great 
a one in the hearts of the Prussians who, 
with all their admiration of military 
matters, have a just appreciation of the 
fitness of things, and have seen with 
pain the young hot head's opposition to 
his fathor, when the latter was still 
crown prince. 
If the Prussians could 
express their wishes freely, they would 
would hail with gladness the soccessor- 
sbip of his brother, Prince Henry. 


In appearance the new emporor is any 
thing but heroic. Though really thirty 
he has the look of a young man of 
twenty-five. He has nothing of the stal- 
wart characteristics of the Hohenzol- 
lerns, tncugh he is said by his admirers 
to bear a strong res-ambiance to the 
great Frederick. He is physically some- 
what deformed, his left" arm 
being 
withered since his birth and entirely 
useless, a defect whicb h-> tries to con- 
ceal. 
He is moretiver afflicted with ab- 
scrsBes in the interior of the ears, which 
it 19 fep.red Tiay ultimately develop into 
inflammation of the brain, a disease of 
which the late King Frederick William 
II died. 
His general appearance is 
that of a young man who has in- 
herited 
constitution id trouble«. 
In 
disposition "ne is brusque, and often dis- 
plays an overbearing temper, 
^ny in- 
telligence he has is bestowed upon bis 
military duties. 
Ho held the rank of a 
major-general in the Prnsiianarmy after 
having served for about four years as 
colonel of the Zietheu Hussars of the 
guard. 
Born iu 1859 he was educated 
at Cassel and Bonn. In the year 1881 
he married a daughter of the late duko 
of Angustenburg, a princess not of 
royal blood, and by her has a family of 
four boys, ttf eldest of whom was Iwrn 
in January 1882 
His married life is 
reported to be the reverse of happy, as 
his wife, who is neither beautiful nor 
Ciptivating, 
has become soured and 
embittered by his notoriously frequent 
infidelities.

J. I. Robertson cashier. 
Arrangements 
are 'ieing made for t e construction of a 
beautiful building for the new institu- 
tion, whicb starts off with the most flat- 
teriiig prospects.

CHIOAOO, 
June 
15. -Twenty-four 
hours has brougbt about no special 
change in the situation except to em- 
phasize the fading of Gresham's strength 
into thin air. 


It was the one bit of current gossip of 
to-day in which the visiting statesmen 
were unanimous that Gresham's candi- 
dacy may be snuffed out as completely 
as Gray's was at St. Louis, 


There are enoogh delegates here to 
indicate the combined bitnerness with 
which the friends of every other candi- 
date regard the attempt of Chicago and 
the Chicago press to rule the convention. 
The wealthy syndicate which is backing 
Gresham has already begun to put out 
a great expenditure to bolster his falling 
fortunes. 


Sherman is recognized as way in the 
lead in the number of delegates follow- 
ing his banner, but singularly no one is 
vehemently predicting his nomination. 
His near friends say he ought t'^ be 
nominated. 
The 
Chicago 
Trxhune 
figures it that Sherman has over two 
hundred and ten votes from thn south, 
admitting his friends claim of 361 votes. 
The doubtful states and the Pacific 
states are opposing Sherman vigojously. 
This, \»ith I he onus of southern support 
is thought to be tntal. Nevertheless, it 
is asserted that Joe 
Manley and six 
votes from Maine will come here for him, 
and that this Blaine influence will effect 
his nomination. 


Mr. Smith said that Mayor Fitler's 
candidacy was a matter of earnest con- 
sideration; that he was a candidate who 
might well be presented to the favora- 
ble actim of the convention, and, what 
was more, would probably have the solid 
sixty votes of Pennsylvania. 
He quotes 
Senator Quay as a supporter of Fitler. 
The support of Senator Quay makes 
Fitler a candidate for certain, and makes 
him the tenth entry in the list of posi- 
tive candidates. If Sherman gets 300 
votes, the other nine can average up, on 
even distribution, about fifty-eight votes 
each. 
No one of them can now be ab- 
solutely 
certain of 
over seventy-five 
votes. 


New York's position is what eveij one 
is trying to find out. It will probably 
not be known definitely until the oier 
New Yorkers get here. General Alger's 
people claim to have a letter from ex- 
Senator T. O. Piatt, in which ne prom- 
ises to support the JUichigander. 
He 
has been known to be canvassing Alger's 
strength pretty carefully, but the gen- 
eral belief now is that New York will be 
solid for Depew, or nearly so. 
Connect- 
icut will v.^te for Hawley; New Jersey 
for Pbelps, and, with 
Indiana, the 
donbtful states will be very mnch split 
up. A new element began to speak its 
little piece in the arrival of Charles 
Emery 
Smith, of the 
Philadelphia 
Prem, 
who proclaimed 
the 
candi- 
dacy, of Mayor Fitler of Philadelphia. 


This shows how badly the situation is 
mixed up. 
The Blaine under current 
runs deep and strong. He is the second 
choice of nearly all the favorites or 
boomere, Gresham possibly excepted. 
The national committee to-day cut down 
the allotment of tickets to Chicago to 
860. Much feeling was expressed over 
the unfairness of Chicago, i^ter pledging 
fair play, and it was an almost unani- 
mous sentiment that no republican na- 
tional convention will be brought here 
again in years. 
The committee will 
have a Ion/ Struggle to-night over the 
contest in Virginia. 


A sub committee appointed to prepare 
the roll will recommend that both dele- 
gations be seated in the temporary or- 
ganization. 
7'here is also a contest over 
the District of Columbia, where Sam 
Schellabarger is head of one delegation 
and Parry H. Carson of the other. 
The 
Sherman people are anxious to seat 
Shellabarger, to get the benefit of his 
voice as an orator for Sherman. 
The 
Harrison and Allison booms are quiet. 


Each is progressing on the expecta- 
tion of being made the big boom by 
Blaine's friends. 
So far, not one of 
Blaine's old leaders who stood by him 
till his Paris letter came out has de- 
clared for any one else. 
It is the sig- 
nificant fact. 


Foraker's name is beginning to be 
ruuch debated as 
a vice-presidential 
quantity with Blaine.

Our Distingulsitied Soldier Hero Con- 
tinues to Improve. 


MIHS Grace Stevenson End» Her Life by 
Walking I ito ibe River. 


CINOINNATI, June 
15.—Miss Grace 
Stevenson, aged eighteen, drowned her 
self, yesterday evening, in the Ohio riv 
er, near her bome, in Delhi. 
She was 
the daughter of W. L. Stevenson, and a 
bright and promising girl. 
No motive 
for the act can be assigned by her par' 
ents. 
Her conduct after she left home 
yesterday was pectdiar.
